This will have reference to my prior letter dated September 20, 1973 concerning a 
subdivision being planned by Frank Solitario on the westerly side of River Road in 
Agawam. Please be advised that the plans for this subdivision have been approved 
by the Agawam Planning Board and I am filing with this letter a set of the subdivision 
plans showing the proposed pipe under River Road in Agawam which would cross 
the county land on the river bank and discharge surface drainage from this subdivision 
over rip rap into the Connecticut River.

As per your request, I have reexamined the documents regarding the order of the 

Commonwealth of Massachusetts (House Bill #1 19; 1988) to The County of Hampden to 

"convey" five parcels of County Land to The Town of Agawam, MA. 

Training School Property in Agawam. MA 

Parcels IV and V , only represent two of the six parcels of County Land on South Westfield 

street in Agawam. (see map #2). Neither parcel IV or V , fronts South Westfield Street. 

School Street and River Road Property Agawam. MA 

Parcel# I boundaries are difficult to ascertain since it appears most of Parcel #l was 
taken for construction of Route 57, and Corey Street, (see map #1 ) 
Parcel# II as described in Bill #1 1 9 fails to mention an exception to the parcel. This 
would require The County to deed land it doesn't own.(see map #1 and deed) 
Parcel # III represents a small parcel acquired by The County. 

These three parcels on School Street are only a small portion of the total property on 

School Street owned by Hampden County. 

As of this date, I find no record of transfer of County Property to The Town of Agawam, 
in the Registry of Deeds. The land in the five parcels in Agawam mentioned in Bill #119, 
is still in the possession of the 462,000 inhabitants of Hampden County.

On May 17, 1916, the Contractor entered into 
a written contract with the County of Hampden to provide 
all the materials and perform all the labor for the con- 
struction of the HALTDEN COUHTY TRAINING SCHOOL, accprd- 
ing to certain plans, drawings and specifications at the 
contract price of ninety-one thousand five hundred 
(91,500) dollars, that "being the bid of the Contractor 
in competition with some twelve other bidders. By the 
contract the building was to be comijleted on or before 
May 17, 1917; 80 per cent of the value of labor performed 
and materials incorporated in the building to be paid 
each month; final payment to be made 3ixty-five (65) days 
after completion of the work. 

Proper bond3 were furnished by the Contractor 
and the work on the contract was fulfer completed and the 
contract price fully paid by the County, it having re- 
ceipts for the same. 

All legal claims binding the Contractor 
and the County have been fully settled. 

The building was not completed for some six 
months after the date fixed by the contract by reason of 
difficulties in obtainingmaterials and labor. 

Itshould be remembered that the contract 
nee made almost one year before the war between United 
States arid Germany was declared and the building should 
have been completed about the time war was declared. 

Before the Committee on Counties the Con- 
tractor stated that he only was to blame for making the 
contract; that he relied upon the statements of material 
men and laborers and they went back on him.

SCOPE OF SERVICES

In the public hearing on October 11, 1994, Judge Greaney inquired about the 
availability of the property adjoining the site which we proposed for the new 
Courthouse on Court Street. As I stated, this property is owned by Dr. Richard 
Douglas. Since that meeting, I have spoken to him concerning this property. He has 
stated that he would be willing to sell it as a Court site. He has expressed the opinion 
that these two properties should be developed as a single unit. 

His property is comprised of 1 .32 acres, according to the assessor's plot plan. As you 
know, our site is composed of 2.85 acres. As a single site it would be comprised of 
4. 1 7 acres. It would seem that this is a viable alternative, worthy of your Committee's 
consideration. 

A site with 4.1 acres would permit the construction of a two storied Courthouse. This is 
the preferred option of the Westfield District Court Study by DiNisco Kretsh and 
Associates. It would be a spacious location that could accommodate on-site parking 
and all of the foreseeable expansion that could be proposed for the Westfield District 
Court. 

Attached you will find a portion of the assessor's plot plan that outlines this site. It is an 
improved site that will readily provide all the attributes of a preferred site. We 
appreciate your further consideration of this matter.

HAMPDEN COUNTY COURT HOUSE, PALMER, MA 
REQUIREMENTS FOR SURVEY 

Gentlemen: 

The Hampden County Commissioners wish to obtain survey 
information for a site of approximately 31 acres in Palmer, 
Massachusetts (County Registry of Deeds, Book 3750, Page 290). 
The work requested is to be done in two phases and your proposal 
should reflect an amount for each phase. The following is a list 
of criteria for the work to be accomplished, and an outline of 
the area to be surveyed. 

PHASE I 

A. BOUNDARY SURVEY 

1. The boundary survey shall be sufficient for Deed 
Description per Town of Palmer requirements and have a 
maximum plotting error of position of one foot. Record all 
metes and bounds, abutters of record, easements and deed 
restrictions. 

2. Provide a minimum of six sets of coordinates along the 
property line. Superimpose a 400 foot grid on the sheet 
referencing it and the property line coordinates to the 
Massachusetts State Grid. 

3. Research and draw the 100 year flood line as established 
by FEMA and, if available, as shown on Town of Palmer town 
maps. 

4. Flag the limits of the wetlands on the site and locate 
on plan. 

5. Boundary survey shall be drawn on 4 mil mylar, matte both 
sides, with borders per the Architect's standard. Sheet 
sizes shall be 24" x 36". 

6. The date of completion shall be 21 calendar days after 
award of Contract. 
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PHASE II 

A. TOPOGRAPHICAL SURVEY 

1. A base line survey with bearings and distances for estab- 
lishing topography, detail and for later use in 
construction, shall be established with hubs, reference 
stakes, and ties to property lines and other recoverable 
features. This base line shall be a closed traverse of 
1/10,000 position closure. A minimum of four bench marks 
shall be established on the site and referenced. Leveling 
shall conform to (0. 050'/ [distance in miles]l/2) and 
elevations referenced to U.S.G.S. Mean Sea Level unless 
otherwise directed by the Architect. The bench marks shall 
be located so they shall be readily available for 
construction but in little danger of being disturbed by 
construction. 

2. All topographic information for the entire site as shown on 
the attached plan, and also on the adjoining roads and ways.

C. The responsible person preparing the surveys shall be 
either a Registered Land Surveyor or a Professional 
Engineer by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

MOUNT TOM RESERVATION 

Is in Pioneer Valley, the portion of 
the Connecticut River Valley within the 
State of Massachusetts. It is adjacent to 
and overlooks the Connecticut River. 

The Mount Tom Reservation itself and 
all the area visible from it are products of 
geological phenomena dating back millions 
of years. Here, too, lived the Indians and 
pioneers and successive generations that 
made history — the history of the begin- 
nings of our country. 



Geology 

The foundation rock of the Valley is 
so old it is crystalline (transparent) and 
for an enormous segment of time it was 
rovered by a sea. Subsequent upheavals, 
depressings and foldings of the Earth's sur- 
face created a region of mountains. Peaks 
reached 15,000 feet and were scoured to 
sea level by eons of frost and water. A huge 
crack in the underlying rock became a 
chasm, and the Connecticut Valley evolved. 
Mount Tom and Mount Holyoke (on the 
opposite side of the River) were created 
by volcanoes. Lava flows filled the cracks

and pressure split and tilted them. Time 
wore down the surface which became a 
broad plain, and the river valley was filled 
with sandstone over the tops of Holyoke 
and Tom. The water receded, and streams 
exposed the mountains and created the 
present channel between them. 

Continuous snows — without melting 
times between — built up a glacier which 
crept southward, covering the entire area 
visible from Mount Tom. It formed the 
contours present today and left huge 
deposits of rocks, sand and gravel when it 
receded some 15,000 years ago. 

This intriguing geological sequence is 
visible in the Reservation. 

History 

The Mount Tom Reservation was part 
of Hampshire County that became an en- 
tity in 1662. Its earliest settlement was 
Springfield, settled in 1636. Early settlers 
battled Indians on the western slope. 
Lumberjacks guided logs down the Con- 
necticut River, and nvermen poled cargo 
rafts up and down the water thoroughfare.

Within sight were the early, narrow 
roads used by passenger coaches, wagons 
and riders traveling to and from Boston, 
Albany, Springfield and Greenfield. In 1835 
a canal was opened connecting Northamp- 
ton with the sea at New Haven, Connecti- 
cut. From the Reservation the barges could 
be seen passing through Easthampton 
drawn by mules and hauling freight and 
passengers. 

From the parking areas on the west side 
Easthampton can be seen spreading below. 
The old brick factories, built during the 
last century, dominate the community. 
They are still occupied, but not by the 
original companies that included those 
using some of Goodyear's first patents for 
rubber thread. The campus of Williston 
Academy, founded in 1842 as an indepen- 
dent secondary school for boys, is visible 
in the town's center. 

The twin ribbons of Interstate Route 91 
are on Mount Tom's eastern slope and 
parallel the River now used by scurrying 
pleasure craft. The towns of Hadley and 
Amherst occupy the Valley to the north 
and east, and the towering buildings of 
the burgeoning University of Massachusetts 
are in contrast to the surrounding wooded 
hills and farms.

No charge is 
made for the use of the picnic facilities or 
the firewood Fireplaces may be reserved 
for any day, except Sunday or holidays, by 
calling the Superintendent. Play equipment 
for children and sheltered picnic areas are 
also available.

Thirty m les of v/ood trails are used for 
hiking, riding horseback, snowmobiling, 
cross-country skiing and snowshoeing. Some 
lead tc the various mountain peaks — 
Nonotuck, Goat, Whiting and Mount Tom. 
Lower paths penetrate the inviting woods. 

A wealth of trees, flowers and animals 
may be observed and enjoyed because for 
years they have been protected and pro- 
vided a sanctuary.

A natural science Museum houses dis- 
plays of them as well as geological samples 
of the Valley. Small native animals are 
kept during the summer for visitors to view 
and are released in the fall. Near the 
museum is a self-guiding Nature Trail, 
carefully posted with identification of in- 
digenous plants, trees and flowers. 

The Reservation is open all year.
